New York, August I!'l.—The stock 
market today has a more distinct reac- 
tion than has occurred for many days. 
The recent rise in the market, starting 
early in July, has been remarkable for 
its freedom from the usual backsets 
and pauses which usually characterize 
a speculative movement. Digestion of 
profits at intervals and a reaction over 
part of the upward course of prices is 
considered necessary to preserve the 
health and undertone of the market. 
The conviction that euch a reaction was 
overdue ‘has more to do with today’s 
reaction than any news of conditions. 
The selling, which carried prices down- 
wards, was as concentrated as much 


the buying which has. preceded it, 
and which caused the supposition of the 
largely professiona! character of the re- 
cent market. Sales of a single atock by 
One house of as much as 25,000 shares 
were reported. Selling of this kind 
looked as though the heavy operators, 
recently leaders of the advance. were 
the ones that were taking their profits, 
Notwithstanding the sentimenta! in- 
fluence of this seeming fact, the ab- 
Sorptive powers of the market were 
good, and the dowmward movement 
Bave every indication of being in good 
control. Buying and bidding up of sep- 
arate stocks was employed to sustain 
the list, and to act as a drag on the 
decline. Northern Pacific was the con- 
Spicuous instance of this kind and 
Showed marked strength, even when 
the general market was the weakest. 


The sensational stage at which the 


'campaign for the rise has arrived and 


the advertising devices used to foster 
it were the cause of seme uneasiness, 
and aroused suspicion of the artificia! 
nature-of the strength of stocks of late. 
The fact that the reaction was spegially 
Sharp in some of the stocks, most ex- 
ploited in the advertising campaign, 
was pointed to as evidence that at- 
tempts were being made to dispose of 
speculative tholdings to meet such de- 
mand as is attracted by the tumult.

The weapons of the System must be turned against 
the System, and the proposition I shall fully disclose to you in my to- 
morrow’s advertisement is the one to accomplish this purpose. 

To recapitulate: These were my conclusions in 1890, after twenty 
years of bouts with the System had convinced me of the facts: 

lst—-That any band of men who could control the banks and trust 
companies, thereby for all practical purpose controlling the money of 
the country, would be able to fix and sway the value of the stocks and 
bonds of the country—now 70 billions. 

24—That the power to fix and sway the prices of stocks and bonds 
would give such a band the power to make—take from the people— 
unlimited money. 

3d—That with the power to make unlimited money, this band must 
absolutely contro] all the affairs of the people and. make business 
“good” or “oad” at will—every kind of business. 

In 1890, with a full knowledge of existing financial conditions, I 
concluded that through the creation of a certain type of, corporate in- 
strument a way could be found to enable the people to do those very 
things for themselves. I planned an institution directed to accomplish 
the purpose I had in mind, but as I added one by one the factors 
requisite, | despaired of uniting the combination in one institution. 

My plan ealled for a corporation, with a perpetual charter, allow- 
ing it to engage in any business, own banks and trust companies and 
railroads, operate manufactures and mines, buy and sell stocks and 
bonds. that it should-have a large capitalization, expandable to any 
degree and free from taxation, and that it should already have com- 
plete corporate existence with a large list of stockholders, and its stock 
eatablished on the leading American markets. 

To perform the functions I had designed for my institution it was 
necessary that the System be in ignorance of its possibilities and 
plans, so at its inception the grantor State should not insert prohibi- 
tions tending to nullify the Jatitude of those using it; without freedom 
from taxation it would be impossible to pay taxes on its great capitali- 
zation: if there were not a large body of stockholders it would be 
nossible for the System to purchase a majority of its stock once its 
menace was realized.

In the working out of this deal, Rogers, Rockefeller and myself, 
as is known to the world, fell out, and as part of my punishment 
Rogers swore I should never secure control of the Bay State Company.
